THE CABINET. 


Mr. Blaine, the new Secretary of State, is 
so well known to the country that the main 
/acts of his career need only be mentioned 
H e was born in W estern Pennsylvania J an. 
31, 1831, and educated at W ashington Col 
lege, graduating in 1847. 
The interval be 
tw een this time and 1853 was spent in leach­ 
in g and law study. 
lie then removed to 
Augusta, Me., and engaged in journalism 
In 1858 he was elected to the Maine Legisla­ 
ture, where he served four years, half that 
tim e as Speaker. 
In 1862 he was elected to 
the lower House of Congress, of w hich he 
contiuucd a member for fourteen years. 
He 
was Speaker of the forty-first, forty second 
and forty third Congresses. 
He 
resigned 
bis 
seat 
in 
the 
forty-fourth, 
which 
was 
Democratic, 
to 
accept 
the 
seat in the United States Senate made va 
cant by the appointm ent of Hon. Lot M 
Morrill to the Treasury Department. 
T his 
was on the 10th of J u ly, 1876 
He was af­ 
terwards elected for the balance of the term 
and also for the full term beginning in 1877. 
From the Senate lie resigned in 1881 to take 
the office of Secretary of Stale in President 
Gartield’s Cabinet. 
H e was a candidate for 
the Republican nom ination for the Presi 
dcncy in 1876 and 1880, and was nominated 
in 1884. 
In this election he was defeated by 
a plurality of 1,047 for Grover Cleveland in 
the state of New York, 
lie held the nonii 
nation in his hands in 
1 8 8 8 , and was forced to 
telegraph two perem ptory declinations from 
Europe* before the convention would turn to 
other candidates. 
T he country expects a 


brilliant adm inistration of the Slate Depart­ 
ment from Mr. Blaine. 
His predom inating 
trait is faith in the greatness of his ow neoun- 
tr}', and this greatness he w ill impress upon 
those nations w hich have been permitted dur­ 
ing the last four years to form n very con 
tem ptible opinion of us. 


W illiam W indoin, Secretary of the Treas­ 
ury, is 62 years old and a native of Ohio. He 
had studied and engaged in the practice of 
law before his removal to Minnesota in 1855. 
H e was elected to Congress in 1858, and went 
from the House to the Senate in 1869 . 
He 
resigned in 1881 to enter President Garfield’s 
Cabinet as Secretary of the Treasury. 
On 
the death of Garfield he was returned to the 
Senate as his own successor, and served until 
1883. 
He has since resided in 
N ew York 
and given his attention to railroad and finan 
cial matters. 
Redfield Proctor, Secretary of War, is a 
native of Verm ont and 57 years old. 
He 
graduated from Dartm outh College in 1851 
and from the Albany law school in 1859 . 
In 
response to President Lincoln's first call for 
troops Proctor enlisted as a private soldier, 
but was at once appointed Quartermaster of 
the 3d Vermont R egim ent w ith the rank of 
Lieutenant. For gallant conduct at the battle 
of Lewinsville, V a., lie was made a Major, 
and in the fall of 1862 was chosen Colonel of 
the 15th Vermont. 
A fter the war he began 
the practice of 
law 
in 
Rutland, 
where 
he has since resided. 
From 1865 to 1874 
he served in the Verm ont L egislature, in 1876 
w as elected Lieutenant Governor, and in 1878 
Governor. In 1869 Col. Proctor was induced 
to take an interest in the Sutherland Falls 
M arble Company, and is at present the m ost 
extensive dealer in m arble in the country. 
H e is also engaged in sheep farm ing on a 
very large scale, 
llis selection is due to the 
unfaltering fidelity of V erm ont to the R e­ 
publican party. 


O f Gen. Benjamin F . T racy, the Secretary 
of the N avy, we have already spoken at con­ 
siderable length. 
H is published biography 
m akes his age 60 years. 
H e has served six 
years in the office of D istrict Attorney of 
T ioga county, one year in the A ssem bly, 
seven years as United States D istrict A ttor­ 
ney for 
the Brooklyn district, 
and one 
year in the Court of A ppeals. 
His 
record includes the raising of tw o full regi 
m cnts at Owego. 
O f one of these he took 
com m and as Colonel. 
He was in the thick 
of the fight in the battle of the W ilderness 
and led his regiment in the three days’ fight 
at Spottyslvania. 
Gen. Tracy ow ns a large 
stock farm at Apalachin, w hich 
has liecome 
fam ous for its breed of trotters 


J ohn W anamaker, Postm aster General, is 
50 years old and the son a Philadelphia brick 
layer. 
W ithout m uch opportunity for educa 
tion he engaged when a lad in laborious cm 
ploym euts, 
but later was made the first 
salaried Secretary of the Y oung M en’s Chris 
tian Association. 
In 1861 he engaged in the 
ready made clothing trade w ith 
Nathan 
B row n, the firm starting with $3,500 capital 
Mr. Brown died in 1868 and his interest was 
purchased by Mr. W anam aker. 
H ehassince 
added other branches to his trade, and is now 
the 
owner 
of 
the largest retail 
store 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
In 
his 
store 
the 
co-operative 
system 
has 
been practiced since 
1887. 
In 
the first 
year of its operation he divided over $

am ong his em ployes in excess of their salar­ 
ies.

Gen. J ohn W. Noble, Secretary of the In ­ 
terior, is a native of Ohio, 57 years old, a 
graduate of Yale College, a lnw yer by pro­ 
fession w ith a large practice in St. Louis. He 
entered the army of the U nion as a private 
in an Iow a regiment, in w hich he gradually 
rose b y merit to the rank of Colonel.

m ade a brevet Brigadier General for 
m eritorious services at A tlanta.

pointed United States D istrict A ttorney for 
the E astern D istrict of M issouri in 1867, and 
served in that office for three years.

Mr. Blaine, the new Secretary of State, is 
so well known to the country that the main 
facts of his career need only be mentioned. 
He was born in Western Pennsylvania Jan. 
3 1 , 1831, and educated at Washington Col­ 
lege, graduating in 1847. 
The interval be­ 
tween this time and 1853 was spent in teach­ 
ing and law study. 
lie then removed to 
Augusta, Me., and engaged in journalism. 
In 1858 he was elected to the Maine Legisla­ 
ture, where he served four years, half that 
time as Speaker. 
In 1862 he was elected to 
the lower House of Congress, of which he 
continued a member for fourteen years. 
He 
was Speaker of the forty-first, forty second 
and forty-third Congresses. 
He 
resigned 
his seat 
in 
the 
forty-fourth, 
which 
was 
Democratic, 
to 
accept 
the 
seat in the United States Senate made va 
cant by the appointment of Hon. Lot M. 
Morrill to the Treasury Department. 
This 
was on the 10th of July, 1876. 
He was af­ 
terwards elected for the balance of the term 
and also for the full term beginning in 1877. 
From the Scnn'.c he resigned iu 1881 to take 
the office of Secretary of Stale in President 
Garfield’s Cabinet. 
He was a candidate for 
the Republican nomination for the Presi­ 
dency in 1876 and 1880, and w as nominated 
in 1884. 
Iu this election he was defeated by 
a plurality of 1,047 for Grover Cleveland in 
the state of New York. 
He held the nomi 
nation in his hands in 1888, and was forced to 
telegraph two peremptory declinations from 
Europe before the convention would turn to 
other candidates. 
The country expects 
brilliant administration of the State Depart­ 
ment from Mr. Blaine. 
His predominating 
trait is faith in the greatness of his own coun­ 
try, and this greatness he will impress upon 
those nations which have been permitted ilur 
ing the last four years to form a very con 
temptible opinion of us. 
William Windom, Secretary of the Treas 
ury, is 62 years old and a native of Ohio. He 
had studied and engaged in the practice of 
law before his removal to Minnesota in 1855 
lie was elected to Congress in 1858, and went 
from the House to the Senate in 18G9. 
11c 
resigned in 1881 to enter President Garfield’s 
Cabinet as Secretary of the Treasury. 
On 
the death of Garfield he was returned to the 
Senate as his own successor, and served until 
1883. 
He has since resided in New York 
and given his attention to railroad and finan 
cial matters. 
Kedfield Proctor, Secretary of War, is a 
native of Vermont and 57 years old. 
II 
graduated from Dartmouth College in 1851 
and from the Albany law school in 1859. 
In 
response to President Lincoln’s first call for 
troops Proctor enlisted as a private soldier 
but was at once appointed Quartermaster of 
the 3d Vermont Regiment with the rank of 
Lieutenant. For gallant conduct at the battle 
of Lewinsville, Va.. he was made a Major 
and in the fall of 1862 was chosen Colonel of 
the 15th Vermont. 
After the war he began 
the practice of 
law in 
Rutland, where 
he has since resided. 
From 1865 to 1874 
he served in the Vermont Legislature, in 187 
was elected Lieutenant Governor, and in 187 
Governor. In 1869 Col. Proctor was induced 
to take an interest in the Sutherland Falls 
Marble Company, and is at present the mos 
extensive dealer in marble in the country 
He is also engaged in sheep farming on 
very large scale. 
His selection is due to the 
unfaltering fidelity of Vermont to the Re 
publican party. 
Of Gen. Benjamin F. Tracy, the Secretary 
of the Navy, we have already spoken at con 
siderable length. 
His published biography 
makes his age 60 years. 
He has served six 
years in the office of District Attorney of 
Tioga county, one year in the Assembly 
seven years as United States District Altor 
ney for 
the Brooklyn district, and one 
year in the Court of Appeals. 
His war 
record includes the raising of two full regi 
ments at Owego. 
Of one of these he took 
command as Colonel. 
He was in the thick 
of the fight in the battle of the Wilderness 
and led his regiment in the three days’ fight 
nt Spottyslvania. 
Gen. Tracy owns a large 
stock farm at Apalachin, which has become 
famous for its breed of trotters 
John Wanamakcr, Postmaster General, 
50 years old and the son a Philadelphia brick 
layer. 
Without much opportunity' for educa 
tion he engaged when a lad in laborious cm 
ployments, but later was made the first 
salaried Secretary of the Young Men’s Chris 
tian Association. 
In 1861 he engaged in the 
ready made clothing trade with 
Nathan 
Brown, the firm starting with $3,500 capital 
Mr. Brown died in 1868 and his interest was 
purchased by Mr. Wanamaker. 
Hehassince 
added other branches to his trade, and is now 
the 
owner 
of 
the largest retail 
store 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
In 
his 
store 
the 
co-operative 
system 
has 
been practiced since 
1887. 
In 
the first 
year of its operation he divided over $100,000 
among his employes in excess of their salar­ 
ies. 
He has also organized a savings bank for 
employes, a building association, an insur 
ance association, classes for instruction and a 
library, a hotel for his female employes, n 
church and Sunday school. 
To the latter in. 
stilution he has given $100,000, and an equal 
sum to the Young Men’s Christian Associa­ 
tion. 
His wife built the children’s wing of 
the Presbyterian hospital. 
Mr. Wanamaker 
is selected for his great business qualities, 
to take charge of the most extensive and com­ 
plicated business department of the govern­ 
ment. 
Gen. John W. Noble, Secretary of the In­ 
terior, is a native of Ohio, 57 years old, a 
graduate of Yale College, a lawyer by pro­ 
fession with a large practice in St. Louis, líe 
entered the army of the Union as a private 
in an Iowa regiment, In which he gradually 
rose by merit to the rank of Colonel. 
He 
was made a brevet Brigadier General for 
meritorious services at Atlanta. 
He was ap­ 
pointed United States District Attorney for 
the Eastern District of Missouri in 1867, and 
served in that office for three years. 
William H. H. Miller, Attorney General, 
was born in Oneida county, N. Y ., in 1841, 
and graduated from Hamilton College in 
1861. 
He then removed to Maumee City, 
Ohio, and engaged in teaching, but soon 
afterwards enlisted in the 84th Ohio regi­ 
ment. 
He afterwards studied law in the of­ 
fice o f Chief Justice Waite, and was admitted 
to practice in 1865. 
He established an office 
at Fort W ayne, where his ability attracted 
the notice o f Gen. Harrison, and nine years 
afterwards be removed to Indianapolis and 
became the President’s partner. 
The firm ¡ 


totVtae was Harrison, Miller & Elam until last 
fall, when Gen. Harrison withdrew. 
It has 
the largest law practice in Indiana, 
Jeremiah M. Rusk. Sfecre'tary of Agricul­ 
ture. was born in Ohio 58 years ago. but in 
1853 removed to Wisconsin and engaged in 
farming. 
In 1862 he enlisted in the Union 
army, and was made Major of the 25th Wis­ 
consin regiment. 
He Served under Sherman 
from the siege of Vicksburg till the close of 
the war aud won the brevet of Brigadier 
General. In 1866 lie was elected Bank Comp­ 
troller sf Wisconsin, serving three terms. In 
1870 lie was elected to Congress, and was 
twice re elected. 
He was offered the Para­ 
guayan mission by President Garfield, but 
declined it. 
He was three times elected Gov­ 
ernor of Wisconsin, beginning with 1882,and 
won a national reputation by his manner of 
putting down the Milwaukee Anarchists in 
1887.

NOMINATIONS “ HUNG UP.' 


Thanks to the persistence chiefly of Sena­ 
tor Edmunds, Mr. Cleveland was not allowed 
to fill all the vacant political offices with 
his own partisans just before retiring. After 
his defeat he sent over 450 nominations to the 
Senate. 
About half of these, the bulk 
which were promotions iu the army or re­ 
newed appointments to post offices which had 
become Presidential offices, were confirmed- 
The other half were hung up. 
The most im­ 
portant confirmation in a political sense was 
that of Interstate Commerce Commissioner 
Bragg of Alabama to succeed himself, his 
term having expired. 
As a Democrat has to 
lie appointed under the law, Bragg was eon- 
idered as acceptable as any man of tl at 
party who was likely to lie named. 
Some 
of the nominations that 
failed 
of con­ 
firmation were: Assistant Secretary Thomp­ 
son of Georgia to lie Civil Service Commis- 
ioner; First Assistant Postmaster General 
Stevenson to lie Justice of the Supreme Court 
for the District of Columbia; Win. B. Webb 
(not our cx-Shcriff) to be a Commissioner of 
the District of Columbia; John E. Ilartridgc 
to be Judge of the United States Court for 
the District of Florida; John J. Enriglit to 
be Commissioner of Indian Affairs; Solomon 
Claypole to be United States District Attor 
ney for Indiana; Thomas J. Anderson of 
Iowa to be Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court of Utah; Daniel S. Wade of Montana 
to tie Supreme Justice of that territory; 
Samuel II. Albro of New 
York to be 
Superintendent of ludían Schools; and Jesse 
D. Abrahams of Virginia to be Comptroller 
of the Currency. 
The nominations for Cus 
toms Collector at Aroostook, Me., Richmond 
Va., Puget Sound, W. T., Belfast, Me. 
Pamlico, N. C., and for Internal Revenue 
Collector at Baltimore were also “ hung up.” 
This action was creditable to the Republi 
canism and fairness of the Senate, as it pie 
vented the late President Cleveland from par 
tially organizing Gen. Harrison’s administra 
tion.

A candidate for the office of Constable was 
yesterday called upon to replace a ladder on 
one side of a house, upon the roof of which 
two men were at work. The ladder had 
fallen down, and the carpenters could not de­ 
scend. Before the candidate would replace 
the ladder lie exacted a promise from the men 
that they would vote for him. 
About an hour after the polls were closed 
a large crowd of men gathered in front 
of The Frkf.man’8 bulletin and scanned the 
returns. Much interest was manifested in 
the Constables. Friends of Thomas John 
ston, the Republican candidate, felt elated 
over the splendid run lie had made. John 
Barry led all the rest in the race. There was 
not much excitement on the streets, and the 
crowd dispersed at an early hour.

A dispatch from Nyack to T he F reem an 
to day stated: The Democrats gained one Su­ 
pervisor in Rockland County yesterday, the 
Hoard standing four Democrats to one Repub­ 
lican. 
A dispatch from Hudson to TnE Freem an 
to-day stated: The town meeting in Columbia 
County yesterday resulted in the election of 
13 Democratic Supervisors and 10 Republi­ 
cans. The last Board stood 12 Democrats 
and 11 Republicans. The onlv town the 
Democrats lose where a contest was made is 
New-Lebanon, where Hardee Carpenter, Re­ 
publican. is elected to succeed Samuel J. 
Tilden, Jr. 


The ice on the Hudson River which began 
breaking up yesterday at points near this 
City, is now said to be moving as far north ns 
Albany. At points south the River is full of 
broken ice fields, which are drifting with the 
tide and wearing away. The largest blockade 
is at Crum Elbow, about foitr mile* rtorih of 
Highlihd, a narrow jiart of the River. Here 
large cakes that are carried by the current 
southward crash into the blockade and are 
piled up many feet in height. From Pough­ 
keepsie to New-York the Hudson is practi 
cally open for navigation. 
Superintendent North, of the Cornell 
Steamboat Company, to-day stated that it 
cannot ns Vet be determined when the boats 
tunning between Rondout and New York 
will be placed on their routes. Repairs and 
improvements to all of the Company’s boats 
are not as yet completed.

The Gleuerie and Ilenry A. Haber have been 
launched and are ready for the season’s wnik, 
but will not be run for some time yet. Ini 
provements to the steam yacht Anderson, 
which is on McMullen’s ways. Sleightburgh, 
have not as yet been completed.

He wa* born in Western Pennsylvania Jan. 
SI, HSII, and educated nt Washington Col­ 
lege, graduating in 1847.

tween this time and 18551 was spent in teach­ 
ing and law study. 
Ile then removed to 
Augusta, Me., and engaged in journalism, 
In 1858 he was elected to the Maine legisla­ 
ture, where he served four years, half that 
t ime as Speaker. 
In 1862 he was elected to 
the lower House of Congress, of which he 
continued a member for fourteen years. 
He 
was Speaker of the forty-first, forty second 
and forty third Congresses. 
He 
resigned 
his seat 
in 
the 
forty-fourth, 
which 
was 
Democratic, 
to 
accept 
the 
scat in the United States Senate made va 
cant by the appointment of Hon. I/>t M. 
Jlorril! to the Treasury Department. 
This 
was on the 10th of July, 1x76 
He was af­ 
terward* elected for the balance of the term 
and also for the full term beginning in 1877. 
From the Senn'.c he resigned in 1881 to take 
the office of Secretary of State in President 
Garfield’.* Cabinet. 
He was a candidate for 
the Republican nomination for the Presi­ 
dency in 1876 nod 1880, and w as nominated 
in 1884. 
Iii this election he was defeated bv 
a plurality of 1,047 for Grover Cleveland in 
the state of New York. 
Ile held the nomi­ 
nation in his bunds in 1x88, and was forced to 
telegraph two |H‘rcmplory declinations from 
Europe before the convention would turn to 
other candidate*. 
The country expects a 
brilliant administration of the State Depart­ 
ment from Mr. Blaine. 
Hi* predominating 
trait is faith in the greatness of Ids own coun­ 
try, and this greatness he will impress u|>nn 
those nation* which have Ireen permitted dur­ 
ing the la-t four years to form a very con­ 
temptible opinion of us. 
William Windom. Secretary of the Tress 
wry, is 62 years old and a native of Ohio, ile 
had studied and engaged in the praetice of 
law liefore his removal to Minnesota in 1855. 
He was elected to Congress in 1858, and went 
from the House to the Senate In 1869. 
He 
resigned in ISSI to enter President Garfield's 
Cabinet as Secretary of the Treasury. 
On 
the death of Garfield lie was returned to the 
Senate as his own successor, and served until 
1888. 
He has since resided in New York 
ami given Ids attention to railroad and finnn 
tinl matters. 
Redfield Proctor, Secretary of War, is a 
native of Vermont ami 57 years old. 
He 
graduated from Dartmouth College iii 1851 
and from the Albany law school in 1859. 
I ii 
response to President Lincoln's first call for 
troops Proctor enlisted us a private soldier, 
but was at once appointed Quartermaster of 
tile 3d Vermont Regiment w ith the rank of 
Lieutenant. For gallant conduct at (lie Imttle 
of Lew isville, Va., he was made a Major, 
and in the fall of 1862 was chosen Colonel of 
tile 15th Vermont. 
After the war he I logan 
the practice of law in 
Rutland, who 
he has since resided. 
From 1865 to 18 
he served in the Vermont Legislature, iii 187 
was elected Lieutenant Governor, and in 1871 
Governor. In 1869 Col. Proctor was induced 
to lake an interest iii the Sutherland Falls 
Marble Company, and is at present the nu 
extensive dealer in marble in the country 
He is also engaged in sheep farming on 
very large scale. 
His selection is due to tin 
unfaltering fidelity of Vermont to the Re­ 
publican party. 
Of Gen. Benjamin F. Tracy, the Secretary 
of tile Navy, we have already *|M>kcn at con 
siderable length. 
His published biography 
makes his age OO year*. 
He has served six 
years in the
